Ohio Solon Urging Change

WASHINGTON UP) — Rep. Bow 
(R-Ohio) today described as “ m ar­ 
tyrs” 58 American servicemen im­ 
prisoned by allied nations

criminal convictions. 
They lost their constitutional 
rights, Bow told the House For­ 
eign Affairs Committee, 
under 
treaties which mark “a tragic 
abdication of national sovereign­ 
ty that should be repudiated at 
the earliest possible date.” 
The Ohioan prepared his testi­ 
mony for hearings by the com­ 
mittee starting today on identical 
resolutions by 12 congressmen call­ 
ing on the administration to abro­ 
gate treaty clauses which say al­ 
lied nations have jurisdiction over 
American servicemen in criminal 
cases.

Each 
therefore has to think of the effect 
of his words on the voters back 
home. 
Further, any far-reaching pro­ 
posal 
by 
Eisenhower, 
Eden 
or 
Faure would require formal or in­ 
formal approval, from their par­ 
lia m e n ta r y bodies—Congress in the 
case of Eisenhower. Only Eden, 
through 
his Conservative 
party, 
has a majority in his Parliament. 
The Democrats, not Eisenhow­ 
er’s Republicans, run both houses 
of Congress. Faure became pre­ 
mier through a c o a l i t i o n of 
France’s 
many 
political parties 
and could be unseated by a shift 
in the coalition and a vote of no 
confidence. 
<g, 
For all these reasons Eisenhow­ 
er, Eden and Faure have to be 
sensitive to the thinking at home. 
It will act as a restraint on all 
three. It already has on Eisen 
howler. He has promised Congress 
he’d do no appeasing at Geneva. 
In Russia, with its single Com­ 
munist party, Bulganin does not 
owe his job to the popular v ili but 
to the party, which numbers per­ 
haps no more than 6 to IO million 
D out of the 215 million or more peo­ 
ple in Russia. 
More precisely, he owes his job 
to the little group of Kremlin Com­ 
munists who run the party and 
therefore 
Russia. 
The 
Russian 
Parliam ent is a rubber stamp for 
orders from the Kremlin. 
For that reason Bulganin does 
not have to look over his shoulder 
at the Russian people or the par- 
liament for anything he says at 
Geneva.

It would seem now that this Congress 
may adjourn without taking any action on 
the Bricker Amendment. That does not at 
all mean that this proposition is dead. Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower’s personal popularity 
has had an hypnotic influence on the legis­ 
lators of our country so that what he op­ 
poses is regarded as politically dangerous. 
The Bricker Amendment involves noth­ 
ing that most countries do not practise. Its 
general principle, for instance, is binding 
upon the government of Great Britain, 
which cannot be treaty affect the domestic 
law of the country. If a treaty calls for a 
change in domestic law, it would require 
an Act of Parliament to make it effective. 
It could not be secret because it would 
be debated. It could not contain misunder­ 
stood or hidden, or ambiguous clauses, be­ 
cause the government would feel called 
upon to explain the details in Parliament 
and the opposition would bring out the 
facts. 
The opponents of the measure feel that 
it would give the appearance of a limita­ 
tion upon the President, particularly upon 
President Eisenhower. Republicans, w h o 
denounce both. Presidents Roosevelt and 
Truman for Yalta and Potsdam, object to 
regularizing our treaty procedures during 
the Administration of President Eisenhow­ 
er, lest it reflect upon his popularity which 
seems so important to them. Senator John 
W. Bricker, commenting on this particular 
point, said: 
‘Opponents of my amendment say that 
it would tie the hands of the President. 
That is true in one sense, but untrue in the 
impression intended to be conveyed. The 
President’s hands are tied by the Constitu­ 
tion, particularly by the wise restraints of 
the Bill of Rights. 
“My amendment would also tie the Pres­ 
ident’s hands, but only to the extent that 
he could not make international agree­ 
ments in conflict with the Constitution nor 
make one-man law for the people of t h e 
United States by executive agreement. 
Why should the President have, power to 
make treaties and other 
international 
agreements which conflict with the Con­ 
stitution? 
“What domestic laws should the Presi­ 
dent have power to make by international 
agreements not approved by either House 
of Congress? I have never heard a convinc­ 
ing answer to these questions.” 
As we approach the Geneva Conference, 
this question takes on the additional mean­ 
ing that many Americans would like to be 
sure that Geneva is not another Yalta. 
As much as they are sure of the good­ 
will and abiding faith of President Eisen­ 
hower, they cannot but recall that back in 
1945, President Roosevelt was a man of 
such extraordinary personal 
popularity 
that he had been elected to the Presidency 
four times by enormous majorities. Yet 
today no one in this country is satisfied 
with the results of Yalta, except the Com­ 
munists who exult in Russia’s victory. 
Geneva may amount to nothing and no 
treaty or agreement or secret agreement 
may come from it. On the other hand, it is 
a meeting among politicians, t h r e e of 
whom hold office by popular elections. For 
President Eisenhower, it is more immedi­ 
ately important than for Sir Anthony Eden, 
because Eisenhower is already involved in 
an election campaign. 
While some may take the position that 
Eisenhower cannot be defeated by a n y - 
one, politicians know that anything can 
happen in an election and that a man who 
is at the apex of popularity in 1955, may 
not be quite so high in 1956.

There will be electrifying overtures 
and unheard of concessions. 
“The capitalist countries, s t u p i d and 
decadent, will rejoice to cooperate to their 
own destruction. They will leap at another 
chance to be friends. As soon as their guard 
is down we shall smash them with our 
clenched fist.”

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Poor Adjustment Of Combine Can Slash Into Wheat Profits 


R O U N D U P 


Pickaway County farmers can 
obtain experienced

The office here is 
the link between district farm­ 
ers and the College of Agricul­ 
ture, Ohio State University. 


Ohio farmers may lose up to 20 
percent of their wheat crop be­ 
cause of poor combine adjustment, 
according to W. E. Gill, 
Ohio 
State University extension 
agri­ 
cultural engineer. 
With a 20 percent loss, farmers 
receive only 40 bushels of a 50 
bushel per acre yield. A normal 
loss in good standing grain is one 
percent of total yield or one-half 
bushel in a 50 bushel crop. 
Each farmer should check his 
combine losses soon after har­ 
vest starts, Gill states. Losses 
tell what adjustments are need­ 
ed. 
The easiest way to check losses 
is to count the number of good ker­ 
nels lost in an area about 50 
square feet. After the combine has 
been operating and is in a uni­ 
form stand of grain, 
catch 
the 
straw and grain from the racks. 
Kernels found in this straw are 
the rack and cylinder loss. 
Twenty 
wheat 
kernels 
per 
square foot means one bushel loss 
per acre. Ten oats 
grains, 
five 
soybeans or 15 barley kernels in 
one square fool also equals one 
bushel loss per acre. 
One man with a box slightly 
wider than the opening behind 
the straw rack can catch straw 
leaving the combine. If the cut- 
terbar is six feet wide and all the 
straw is caught for about 3 steps 
or IO feet, the number of kernel* 
must be divided by 60 to deter­ 
mine kernels per square foot. 
Cutterbar losses can be deter­ 
mined by counting the number of 
kernels found under the combine 
behind the cutterbar and subtract­ 
ing the shattered kernels found in 
unharvested grain. The cutterbar 
loss is normally the highest com­ 
bine loss if the machine is adjust­ 


ed and operated properly. In a 
dry, well-standing, 30 bushel per 
acre stand of wheat, the cutterbar 
loss will be about 1-6 or 1-7 of a 
bushel.

If your muskmelons last year 
had a “flat” taste, that resem­ 
bled cucumbers do not blame 
the flavor on the cu c u m b e r s 
which were planted nearby. Ex­ 
tension horticulturist E. C. Witt- 
meyer at Ohio State University, 
says cucumbers 
do 
not cross 
readily with muskmelons, water­ 
melons, pumpkins or squash. 
On the other hand, he says, 
different cucumber varities will 
cross. Summer squash will cross 
with pumpkins, but can be plant­ 
ed near winter squash without 
crossing. 
Muskmelons are a warm sea­ 
son crop and require warm, sun­ 
ny weather and not too much 


water for best d e v e l o p ment.

A research study by the Ohio 
\ Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Wooster has shown that eggs can 
be accurately graded by sampling 
only I out of every 15 cases. At 
present, all eggs pass through the 
grading process. 
Poultry marketing specialist R. 
E. Cray says the new plan has 
three advantages. It will increase 
the 
candling 
capacity 
of 
each 
grader, cut office costs, and gives 
more uniform grade returns to the 
producer. 
Cray set up a pilot study at 
Napoleon, 
O., where 
he 
first 
checked the degree of grading 
error of various workers in the 
egg candling process. It show­ 
ed that different persons placed 
identical samples of eggs in dif­ 
ferent grades. 
Considerable variation also oc­ 
curred between the original grad­ 
ing and the second grading of the 
same eggs by the same grader. 
The marketing 
specialist 
says 
his study showed no difference in 
the degree of error between the 
new plan and the present system. 
Moreover, the sampling method of 
buying eggs is identical with a 
sim ilar method now used in buy­ 
ing milk, grain, and other farm 
commodities.
